sequences  of  their  conduct,  we  shall  discover 
wretchedness  and  misery  in  their  most  aggra¬ 
vated  forms — the  fondest  earthly  hopes  of 
aflectionale  parents  forever  blasted, — the  inter¬ 
course  between  brothers  and  sisters,  which 
should  be  ever  regulated  by  a  virtuous  frater¬ 
nal  aflection,  productive  of  nothing  but  strife 
and  consequent  unhappiness — and  young  peo¬ 
ple,  w'ho,  by  a  ditrerenl  course  of  conduct, 
might  have  become  bright  ornaments  to  soc*‘- 
ty,  casting,  by  their  vices  and  recklessness  of 
character,  a  stigma  on  community  at  large. 
These  remarks  are  applicable  to  youth  in  ge¬ 
neral,  and  of  both  sexes;  but  there  are  some 
cotisiderations  which  seem  to  render  their  ap-; 
plication  to  females  peculiarly  appropriate. — 
We  may,  therefore,  observe,  I 

2.  Your  situation  is,  in  some  respects,  ma-‘ 
terially  difTerent  from  that  of  young  men. 
You  are  destitute  of  some  privileges  which 
they  enjoy  ;  and  you  arc  exposed  to  some 
temptations  from  which  they  are  exempt.  It 
is  also  far  more  difficult  for  you  than  for  males 
to  wipe  out  a  stain,  when  once  it  is  fixed  on 
your  characters.  The  world,  although  the 
principle  may  appear  unnatural  and  wrong,  is 
far  more  disposed  to  forget  and  pardon  an  uber 
ration  from  the  path  of  virtue,  and  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  criminal  actions  in  men,  than  in  wo¬ 
men  ;  and  besides,  tnen,  by  a  greater  inter¬ 
course  wi.h  the  world,  and  bv  moving  in  a 
broader  sphere  of  action,  may,  for  a  time,  sullv 
their  characters  by  some  inconsiderate  or  even 
criminal  act ;  out  by  conducting  for  a  while 
with  undeviating  propriety — as  their  course  of 
general  conduct  is  more  conspicuous  to  thei 
world — they  may,  in  a  good  degree,  regain 
what  they  have  lost.  But  not  so  with  a  fe¬ 
male  ;  to  borrow  the  appropriate  language  of 
another, —

And  when  this  is  ‘he  case — when  parents  are 
compelled  to  look  on  a  beloved,  and  once  vir¬ 
tuous  and  lovely  daughter — the  pride  of  their 
fond  hearts, and  the  hope  of  future  j’ears — now' 
sunk  in  vice  and  irretrievable  ruin — degraded 
in  their  own  estimation,  and  despised  by  her 
former  associates ;  when  a  brother  cannot  be 
permitted  to  introduce  a  sister,  formed  by  na¬ 
ture  to  ornament  societj-,  into  the  circles  where 
he  visits, — O,  how  great  the  sum  of  happine.ss 
lost!  and  how  great,  also,  the  positive  misery 
endured!  The  charms  of  society,  and  the 
common  blessings  of  life,  to  these  afflicted 
friends,  are  almost  vvortliless  ;  and  to  the  de¬ 
graded  individual,  the  grave  presents  the  only 
refuge  from  disgrace. 

3.  But  it  is  not  to  yourselves,  to  your  pa¬ 
rents,  and  the  members  of  your  own  families 
alone,  that  importance  attaches  to  your  charac¬ 
ters.  You  are  capable  of  exerting  an  influence 


which  shall  be  felt  throughout  the  whole  com- i 
munity  ;  and  the  effects  of  which  may  be  visible 
in  years,  and  even  ages  yet  to  come.  Although 
the  proposition,  at  first  view’,  may  appear  un- ' 
warrantable,  yet  I  am  full}’  persuaded  it  is  in 
your  power  to  do  much  towards  checking  the 
progress  of  vice  and  immorality  in  onr  coun¬ 
try;  and  even  that  you  can  exert  an  influence 
over  the  characters  and  conduct  of  young  men' 
in  general,  which  shall  be  of  a  most  important' 
and  salutary  nature.  And  if  this  be  the  fact,  you  | 
cannot  be  insensible  of  the  necessity  of  pursu¬ 
ing  that  course  of  conduct  which  will  secure 
you  from  degradation;  or  of  the  importance 
of  striving  for  those  accomplishments,  not  only, 
of  your  pcisons,  but  of  your  minds,  which  will 
confer  on  you  that  eminence  of  character  you 
are  capable  of  attaining,  and  enable  yon  to  ex- 1 
ert  that  moral  influence  on  community  which 
shall  redound  to  your  honor,  and  be  promotive 
of  the  general  good.  Let  me,  tiien,  hope  that 
I  shall  receive  your  attention,  while  I  endeavor 
to  point  out  that  course  which,  in  my  estima¬ 
tion,  will  tend  to  ensure  the  accomplishment^ 
of  these  great  and  desirable  ends.  ' 

As  the  happiness  arising  from  the  innocent' 
association  of  young  persons,  of  different  sexes, 
with  each  other,  is  amoncst  the  highest  enjoy-; 
ments  of  life,  your  society  will  be  naturally! 
sought  by  young  men  :  and  should  you  firmly 
resolve,  and  abide  by  your  resolution,  to  asso¬ 
ciate  with  none  hut  the  virtiiou.s-,  you  would, 
by  such  a  cour.se,  not  only  discourage  vice,! 
but  you  would  hold  out  the  strongest  induce¬ 
ments  to  your  youthful  admirers  to  engage 
them  in  the  practice  of  virtue,  and  to  u.se  every 
exertion  in  their  power  to  render  tlicmselves 
worthy  of  your  confidence  and  esteem.  How 
important  is  it  then,  that  you  banish  the  vicious 
.'ud  immoral  from  yoia  company;  that  you 
let  them  know’,  by  a  determined  and  unvarying 
course  of  conduct,  thai,.tlie  onl}’  passport  to 
your  favor  is  virtue ;  arid  that  you  will  ever 
spurn  the  unworthy  frifni  your  presence.  It 
is  at  your  age  that  the  most  important  connex¬ 
ions  in  life  are  usually  formed — connexions 
w  hich  will  affect  your  welfare  and  happiness 
through  your  whole  earthly  existence.  How 
cautious,  therefore,  should  you  he,  an<l  how’ 
maturely  should  you  weigh  the  consequences 
of  yielding  your  particular  friendship  to  any 
young  man  ;  and  how  closely  should  you  scru¬ 
tinize  the  character  and  conduct  of  any  one 
who  shonhl  profl’er  to  yon  his  particular  atten¬ 
tions.  As  you  are  li.ible,  from  your  inexperi¬ 
ence,  and  the  natural  warmth  and  benevolence 
of  your  feelings,  to  besto'w  your  friendship, 
and  even  your  affections  on  the  unworthy,  I 
deem  it  not  improper  to  point  out  some  particu- 
|lar  characters,  against  whom  it  is  necessary 
to  guard  yourselves  with  the  utmost  vigilance. 

Among  those  who  should  he  carefully  avoid¬ 
ed  by  all  young  females,  there  are,  perhaps, 
none  worthy  of  more  unmingled  contempt  than 
the  intemperate.  Habits  formed  in  youth,  be¬ 
come  inveterate  in  manhood,  and  are  .seldom 
|.abandoned  ;  and  experience  teaches  us  that  a 
jj  young  man  who  contracts  a  fondness  for  strong 
drink,  generally  becomes,  in  maturer  years,  a 
confirmed  and  abandoned  drunkard.  And 
'what  happiness,  permit  me  to  ask,  can  you  ex- 
,  pect  with  such  a  man?  Should  you  yield 
I  him  your  affections,  you  must  expect  that  those 
'affections,  how’ever  pure  and  ardent  they  may 
I  be,  w’ill  be  ultimately  despised  and  trampled 
II in  the  dust;  for  this  one  master  passion  w’ill 
ii  absorb  all  others  ;  and  mere  is  no  sacrifice  too 


great  for  ine  drunkard  to  make  to  satisfy  hfs 
beastly  propensity.  Look  at  that  bloated, 
loathsome  monster,  in  human  shape — “  whose 
mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness” — who 
walks  with  a  feeble,  staggering  step,  or  wal¬ 
low’s  in  the  filth  of  the  streets, — draeging  out 
a  miserable  existence  of  no  value  to  liimsell  or 
bis  fcllow’-creatures.  Once  he  was  respected 
and  happy  in  life  ;  once  he  enjoyed  the  socie¬ 
ty  and  friendship  of  the  virtuous  and  the  good  ; 
once  he  was  the  delight  of  affectionate  parents, 
and  the  hope  of  their  declining  years;  and 
once,  too,  he  was  blessed  w'iib  the  atlections  of 
a  virtiiOHS  and  lovely  wife,  and  listened  to  the 
endearing  name  of  father,  from  the  lips  of  hap¬ 
py  children.  But  w'hat  is  he  now  ?  Go  to  hh- 
once  comfortable  and  cheerful  home — w  itness 
!thc  tears  of  aniruish  rolling  down  the  cheeks 
of  his  worse  than  widow’ed  companion, — ask 
her  the  cause  of  her  un.spcakable grief,  and,  if 
she  has  the  power  of  utterance,  she  will  tell

In¬ 
dulge  not  the  flalterintr,  but  fallacious  hope, 
that  it  will  be  possilde  for  you  to  efi’ect  the  re¬ 
formation  of  such  a  man  after  yon  have  sur¬ 
rendered  yourself  to  his  power;  for  if  he  will 
not  reform  himself  to  obtain  your  favor,  you 
can  have  no  rational  hope  that  he  will  do  U 
for  your  sake  when  he  knows  your  affections 
are  his  own.  No  ;  let  him  abandon  his  perni¬ 
cious  habit  before  y’ou  admit  bim  to  vour  soci¬ 
ety;  and  there  is  every  reason  to  beiieve  that, 
if  w’ith  one  accord,  you  would  shun  the  com¬ 
pany’  of  the  intemperate,  and  resolutely  banish 
them  from  your  society’,  such  a  course  would 
do  much  towards  checking  the  progress  of  this 
alarming  evil  in  our  country. 

The  gambler,  although  in  our  country  not 
so  common  a  character  as  the  drunkard,  is  ne¬ 
vertheless,  one  against  whom  it  is  your  duty 
to  guard  with  the  utmost  vigilance.  When¬ 
ever  an  individual  contracts  a  fondness  for 
this — in  some  countries,  and  I  regret  to  say,  in 
some  parts  of  ot:r  ow’n — -fashionable  vice,  he 
generally’  loses  all  relish  for  virtue  and  all  re¬ 
gard  for  moral  honesty ;  and  does  not,  in  the 
least,  hesitate  to  deprive  his  neighbor,  and  even 
his  intimate  friend,  of  his  property,  without 
'making  the  least  return.  Nor  is  this  all ;  his 
heart  soon  becomes  callous  to  all  refined  arul 
generous  feelings — he  loses,  by  degrees,  all 
regard  for  the  esteem  of  the  virtuous  and  the 
good — his  home  possesses  few  or  no  attrac- 
.  lions — the  society  of  his  wife  and  children  be- 
!  comes  uninteresting  and  dull,  and  is  finally  ex¬ 
changed  for  that  of  individuals  abandoned 
as  himself.  When  you  reflect  on  the  condition 
of  the  many  once  prosperous  and  happy  fami¬

gument,  acknowledged  themselves  convinced,  and 
commenci'd  seeking  the  Lord  ;  and  blessed  be  his 
name,  they  did  not  seek  in  vain,  and  many  found 
him  to  the  joy  of  their  souls.  One  of  the  most 
powerful  revivals  of  religion  ever  witnessed  in  this 
section  immediately  followed  the  rlebate,  and  it  is 
thoug!  t  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  (some  say  more 
than  two  hundred)  souls  have  keen  converted  in  the 
little  village,  and  its  immediate  vicinity,  where  the 
debate  was  held.

Though  till!  poisonous  weeil  of  Univers:dism  has 
been  planted  in  lliis  region,  and  liiiberto  bv.s  had  a 
luxurious  growth,  yet,  blessed  be  God,  it  is  now' 
witlieriug  away,  while  tlie  (iospel  plough  is  turn¬ 
ing  (Hit  its  roots  and  expo-iing  il  to  the  tilmosl 
vertical  rays  of  the  “  Sun  of  Ri<gliteonsncss.”
